. -- His Majeſties Conhdence is no leſfe then ye 
hath expreſſed, (and hath great Caule to ex- 
preſſe) in the Aﬀections of this County, an in- 
ſtance of which Aﬀections all men know, His 
Guard (which:is not extraordinary) tobe, and 
wonders that ſuch a Legall Guard, at mis own
